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Founder urges support for drug rehab dynamic

ALCALA PARK — The founder of an 
intemational drug abuse rehabilitation pro- 
gram that is operating in San Diego in 
partnership with the diocese and the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Center, is calling on individuals 
as well as local and national governmental 
officials to support the rehabilitation of drug 
addicts, especially those affected with the 
AIDS vinus. 

Lucien J. Engelmajer, who founded Le 
Patriarche in 1972 in France,-called on the 
San Diego community to provide the neces- 
Sary resources so his low-cost, effective, 
natural, therapeutic process can help 
thousands of drug addicts in this area and 
throughout the United States overcome their 
addiction and in turn help others to do so. 

Recovered addicts through the Le Patriar- 
che process serve in the program helping 
others overcome their addiction. 

The dynamic created in the Le Patriarche 
program “not only seeks to stop drug addic-. 
tion but also the catastrophic evolution of 
AIDS,” Engelmajer said. ‘ 

Last April Le Patriarche opened a referral 
office in a St: Vincent de Paul building and 
has since sent more than 28 people from the 
San Diego area to some of its more than 200 


__ treatment centers worldwide. The addict is 


sent to a center far away, usually in another 
country, from his environs as a means to 
recovery. 

Meeting with the news media recently in 
Bishop Leo T. Maher’s office, Engelmajer, 


who spoke in French through an interpreter, 
said the cost of acquiring a facility in Des- 
canso ($390,000) for the program’s first 
treatment center in this country restricts the 
numbers of people whom the program can 
reach. 

Plus, he said, people are dying on the 
streets from drugs and AIDS while the Des- 
canso facility, the former Descanso Hotel, 
awaits the necessary permits to start treating 
addicts, 

“By next year, we will need at least five 


centers in the region.” Hundreds of addicts - 


in France, in Spain and in other countries are 
referred to Le Patriarche centers monthly, he 
Said. 

“We can’t treat 10,000 drug addicts” in the 
United States without the necessary 
facilites,he said. More than 30,000 addicts 
worldwide have been served during the first 
17 years of the program. 


“We need bigger places, more staff, with. 


a wing for HIV positive people, wing for 
those without AIDS and a place’ for those 


who will take care of them and create the’ 


dynamic in which they can overcome their 
addiction. 

The first stage of the U.S. expansion is to 
receive 500 American addicts who will be 
reformed in other countries and then come 
back to serve in the United States, he said. 

But that’s only the beginning, because 
Engelmajer said he would be meeting with 
staff of the U.S. Health service in 
Washington and seeking to put 10,000 heavy 
addicts, who would be committed to using 
the dynamic to get off drugs, through the

program. 

He also urged the community to not mar- 
ginalize those with AIDS. They will only be 
willing to identify themselves, so they won’t 
contaminate others, in a supportive, loving 
environment, he said. 


Bishop Maher said that Engelmajer who 
has been honored by Spain and other 
countries as well as church officials comes 
with impressive credentials and knowledge 
in attacking the drug problem through his 
program.

Remarks to Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev 
Dec. 2, 1989 

Historic is a sometimes overused word, but if a visit by the 
leader of the Soviet Union to the pope isn’t historic, it’s hard 
to imagine what is. 

Here, in front of television cameras from around the world, 
was the chairman of the Communist Party — whose 
predecessor, Josef Stalin, had conducted the most massive 
persecution of the church in history — coming to the Vatican 
for a friendly conversation. 

The changes which have taken place since Gorbachev 
came to power five years ago are so vast they are dizzying. 
When President Gorbachev said to the Holy Father after their 
visit, “A truly extraordinary event has taken place,” no one 
seemed inclined to disagree. 

A year ago anyone who would have predicted this event 
would have been considered mentally unstable. Now we’re 
all having to absorb it. That’s going to take a while. But there 
are some obvious questions to start with: 

e Why did Gorbachev come to Rome? President Gor- 
bachev understands, far better than many government leaders 
in the West, the major role spiritual and religious forces are 
playing in the transformation of the Soviet bloc. He also 
understands the role Pope John Paul has played in these 
events. 

Everything which has happened in Eastern Europe recent- 
ly was inspired by the Polish example. Their perseverance 
and courage cracked the Iron Curtain and soon everyone else 
was following them. iy 

And what happened in Poland was based in the church. 
Lech Walesa said recently, “Solidarity would have been 
impossible without the church. In fact, we wouldn’t have 
existed at all. For the past 10 years we survived through the 
church.” 

The leading force in the Polish church during this period 
has been Pope John Paul. His visit to Poland energized the 
people and showed them their power. His support for 


It is most important because of the “Naked Public 
Square,” which Richard Neuhaus calls the amoral .public 
arena, that religious leaders become the active actors in the 
process of reinstating transcendental values and morality in 
the public arena. Otherwise, the status quo remains and 
secularization remains with no moral values. 

Religion is the singular institution that both keeps the state 
under transcendent judgment and affirms the divinely given 
nature of the rights of persons, especially of the most 
neglected, forgotten, and the most vulnerable in society, the 
voiceless, defenseless, the weakest, the unborn child. 

Democracy is equated with morality. In a democracy 
where there is no value — neutrality. Therefore it is neces- 
sary for the moral actor or leader to enter the democratic 
arena. The moral judgment is not an intrusion upon the 
otherwise amoral public square. 

The progress of a people depends upon its idea of morality 
— the higher its standard of virtue, the higher its standard 
of civilization will be. 

With the loss of virtue comes the loss of liberty. When 
virtue fails civilization quickly begins to wither. The virtue 
of a people is the only basis in which a great civilization can 
rest. 

Immoral people are doomed to degradation and to ruin. 
As we know abortion is immoral; it is sinful and a crime. 
Pro-choice advocates, by committing themselves to the right 
to kill the unborn and by preventing future generations from 
being born, commit a crime against the future. Of all the 
crimes against the future, extinction is the greatest. It is the 
murder of the future. - 


Gorbachev meets the pope 


Solidarity in the dark days following martial law saved it 
from collapse. Gorbachev knows all this. 

Josef Stalin once asked, “How many troops does the pope 
have?” The answer which history has given his question is, 
“The pope doesn’t need troops, He has the hearts and minds 
of the people.” 

e Why did Gorbachev invite the pope to visit the Soviet 
Union? The Soviet Union has to rebuild its economy. To do 


_that it has to end the Cold War. But to end the Cold War it 


must adopt recognized standards of human rights, which 
means ending restrictions on religious liberty. 

A visit bythe pope to the Soviet Union would have a major 
impact on world opinion. It would be convincing proof the 
Soviet Union has put its Stalinist past behind. That in tum 
would lead to increased economic investment from the West. 

¢ Why didn’t the pope accept? There are 5 million East- 
em-rite Catholics living in the Ukraine, now part of the 
Soviet Union. Their church was made illegal by Stalin in 
1946 and they have continued underground for the past 43 


years, led by priests and bishops who work at menial jobs

Just before Gorbachev’s meeting with the Holy Father the 
Ukrainian government announced the legal ban against the 
Catholic Church is being lifted. Pope John Paul responded 
that if the Ukranian church is actually legalized, and their 
confiscated church buildings restored, then he will visit the 
Soviet Union, probably within the next two years. 

If thepope does return President Gorbachev’s visit, it will 
be clear the Cold War, at least as we have known it, is over. 

It will also be proof that no one — not even the most 
powerful dictator — can ignore the connection between 
Catholic faith and practical politics.

NEW YORK — If you miss ‘‘The 
Bear’’ (Tri-Star), you’ll miss one of the 
most glorious and remarkable films of the 
decade. 

This instant classic by Frenchman 
Jean-Jacques Annaud, the award- 
winning international director of such 
notable films as ‘‘Quest for Fire’? and 
“The Name of the Rose,’’ focuses on the 
unlikely companionship of two bears, a 
wounded male Kodiak and an orphaned 
cub, as they explore their natural habitat 
and fend off human predators. 

Unlike its source material, ‘“The 
Grizzly King,”’ the popular 1916 novel by 
preservationist James Oliver Curwood, 
“The Bear’’ is dramatized from the 
bears’. point of view and enacted by real 
bears (backup by Jim Henson’s 
animatronic-powered models and men in 
bear suits was scrapped when Annaud’s 
furry stars proved more than equal to the 
acting challenge). 

The screenplay by Gerard Brach tracks 
the adventures of adorable little cub Youk

CHRISTMAS GIFT BRINGERS, 
by Leonard B. Lubin. Lothrop, Lee 
and Shepard (New York, 1989) 24 pp.,

As the Mouse family prepares for the 
arrival of Santa Claus, Father Mouse 
shares the legends of the Christmas gift 
bringers from across the globe with his 
family. These fascinating stories of Father 
Christmas, St. Nicholas and Pere Noel 
emphasize various Christmas traditions 
around the world. Such legends also 
reinforce the true meaning of Christmas 
as a time of peace and good fortune for 
all. (Ages 6-8) 

A CHILD’S PRAYER, by Jeanne 
Titherington. Greenwillow Books 
(New York, 1989) 18 pp., $13.95 

Subdued pastel etchings illustrate this 
simple bedtime prayer by Jeanne 
Titherington. A combination of prayer 
and play challenges the child’s 
imagination in. this beautiful picture 
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(played by Douce) as he is orphaned and 
fends for himself in the wilds of British 
Columbia, circa 1885 (actually filmed in 
the spectacular Bavarian Alps), When 
Youk meets up with a jumbo male 
Kodiak, Kaar (played by Bart), the two 
join forces despite Kaar’s painful 
shoulder wound and crankiness (he tries 
to chase Youk away with a show of 
bravado). 


Youk is persistent and sticks to Kaar 
like glue. When the cub finally gets close 
enough to lick Kaar’s gunshot wound, 
Kaar is won over and the duo become 
inseparable. Although this may sound 
more than a tad cutesy and emotionally 
manipulative, especially given the film’s 
breathtaking mountain panoramas and 
exquisite flora and fauna, the film is 
actually a thoughtfully crafted suspense 
drama with humor, pathos and deep 
respect for its subject matter. 


As Kaar and Youk are stalked by the 
two hunters (Jack Wallace and Tcheky 
Karyo) who originally wounded Kaar, 
the bears take on a dignity no self- 
respecting human will forget. 


To learn how Annaud and his troop of 
animal specialists (including Bart and 
Douce’s trainer, Doug Seus) managed to 
film this incredibly realistic adventure, 
one can read Newmarket Press’ ‘‘The 
Bear — A Novel’’ (with an introduction 
by director Annaud) and especially the 


_ Newmarket book ‘‘The Odyssey of ‘The 


Bear’ — The Making of the Film by 
Jean-Jacques Annaud.”’ But it is better to 
first see the film and delight in the cub’s 
adventures discovering nature (not unlike 
Bambi’s) as well as his life-and-death 
journey with the John Wayne of bears, 
Kaar, as they confront their only natural 
predator, man. 

With minimal dialogue and a reliance 
on pure cinematic form, Annaud _ has 
created a universal, pro-animal drama. 
He underscores his message with an 
opening and closing crawl endorsing the 
philosophy of Curwood that ‘‘The 
greatest thrill is not to kill but to let live.’’

Peer pressure persuades Willie to ‘‘stay 
cool’’ and aviod hugs from his family. 
Willie’s best friend, Jo-Jo, tries to 
convince him that he’s too old to be 
hugged and he doesn’t need affection 


anymore. But, in reality, Willie misses 
the signs of love and affection his family 
shares with each other. Willie actually 
comes to admit that he is ‘‘the hugging 
kind.”’ Barrett’s warm and gentle story 
accentuates the human need for love and 
this work should be shared with the entire 
family.

Scout makes learning 


fun, earns high award

EL CAJON — Senior Girl Scout Christine 
Montgomery, a parishioner of St. Kieran

WASHINGTON — Pope John Paul II ap- 
pointed Oblate Father Roger L.Schwietz, as 
bishop of Duluth, Minn., Dec. 11, succeed- 
ing Bishop Robert H. Brom, appointed in 
May as coadjutor bishop with right of suc- 
cession of the San Diego diocese. 

Bishop-designate Schwietz, 49, is pastor 
of Holy Family parish in Duluth, diocesan 
director of liturgy and spirituality and presi- 
dent of the priests’ council. 

Archbishop Pio Laghi, papal pronuncio to 
the United States, announced the appoint- 


ment in Washington as the Southern Cross, 


neared its deadline. Bishop Brom was not 
available for comment.
